tactics the Columbians may employ. 
We are deeply grateful for the aid 
the Americans have given us, espe- 
cially as wu a re now prepared to light 
our own battle:; on land .with the ut- 
most confidence of victory.

The Junta has di-nlod tho petition of 


the Inhabitants of the Island of Sal- 
ami re H de Provldencln for annexation 
to the republic of Panama, as It will 
not be possible to protect the Island 
In an emergency. The Islanders com- 
plain bitterly because the Colombian 
troops who recently went there, de- 
manded $18,nuu war .a. . sacked many 
nouses and treated the women brutal- 
ly. For these reasons the Inhabitants 
eought to sever their connection with 
Colombia. 


Newspapers received from Bogota 


contain a long letter from President 
Marroquln calling upon patriotic citi- 
zens to contribute funds liberally to 
assist the republic in tho impomllns 
struggle to regain Its lost territory. 


Colombia Buya Ship. 


The 
Colombian 
government has 


bought the steamship HreuUwater, to 
be used for the transport of troops to 
within striking distance of Panama. 
Great mystery and secrecy surround- 
ed the purchase of the Mtoamshlp, and 
even now, when It Is known that Co- 
lombia bought It, those '.vho concluded 
the sale will not acknowledge that the 
South American republic is the buy- 
er.

bia, and negotiations are in progress 
lor still more.
